the business, and built up a large 
trade throughout the country the 
ensuing nine years. 

The Granite Cotton Factory on 
Haw River was next purchased by 
Col. Holt, and he removed to that 
place, immediately where the Cen- 
tral Railroad crosses the Haw. The 
factory was at that time but a small 
one, but Col. Helt so enlarged its 
capacity, by degress that itis now 
one of tbe most thoroughly crgani- 
zed and complete works in the South- 
ern country. The principal building 


is built of brick, four stories high, one 
hundred and seventy feet long, and 


! fifty-six feet in width.

“The Granite Mills geods are well 
known throughout the country, and 
orders are almost always ahead of 
productions. It consists chiefly of 
brown sheetings and shirtipgs, ying- 
hams, ticks, drills, cottonades, do- 
mestics, plaids and stripes ,osuaburgs, 
colton yaros and warp. Capt. A. G, 
Moore, the brother-in-law and part- 
ner ot Col. Holt, resides in a neat 
little office near the Factory, for its 
more convenieut supervision, His 
energy and ability are valuable ad- 
junets in the management of these 
extensive interests, while his kindly 
courtesy and pleasant manners, bave 
won to hima large circle of devoted 
friends, 

Col. Holt apd partner are also the 
proprietors of the extensive Flouring 
Mills, on the bank of the river, and 
alongside the railroad. 

It is believed that these are the 
largest mills in the State. The elev- 
ators and conveyors are worked by 
water power, Which never fails. Here 
ie made the Morning Star brand of 
flour, and as another flour and grist 
mill across the river supplies the 
wants of the neighboring section, the 
large mills are operated exclusively 
for the wholesale merchant’s trade. 

Col. Holt has been repeatedly hon- 
ored by his fellow citizens, as faras 
it was in their power to bestow com- 
pliments upon one who has steadily 
declined the blandishments of politi- 
cal office. A Southerner of the most 
decided convictions, a warm and 
patriotic loverof his State the 
Southern interests, he has ever given 
freely of his time, means and counsel, 
to advance what he esteemed the best 
interests of the people, but has never 
been a candidate for political honors, 
and invariably refused the same 
when tendered, except such positions 
as were accepted upon the general re- 
quest of the people. 

Col. Holt was a magistrate fora 
number of vears, and fora long time 
a member of the special court for 
Almance, under the county court 
system, and for years was Chairman 
of the Finance Committee of Alans 
ance county, uncer the old regime.

One of the most important chapters 
in Col. Hoit’s life is the resuscitation 
of the State Fair, upon his election to 
the Presidency of the State Agricul- 
tural Societv in the fall of 1872. Upon 
being solicited to take charge of it, 
and to give the strength of his repu- 
tation for success to its rebuilding, 
he manfully aecepted a duty for 
which the whole people of the State 
owe him lasting gratitude. 

In the short space of one year, ar-~ 
rangements had been’ made to ob- 
tain title to the eld grounds, now be. 
come allogether unsuitable, to seil 
the same, nurchase an eligible and 
Spacious site to the west of Ra'eigh, 
Clear and enclose thesame; build the 
expensive and elegant race track, 
erect the largest and most complete 
buildings ever set apart for such pure 
poses in the State, run a railroad track 
into the grouuds, and arrange the 
most minute and thorough accom- 
modations for articles and stoek, ex- 
hibitors and visitors, and finally to 
open on the 13th Oetober, 1875, the 
yrandest exhibition of the material 
wealth of North Carolina ever col- 
lected together. The entire week of 
the lair was one grand triumph, and 
the good accomplished for her indus- 
trial advancement even in those fleet- 
ing days, might well fil! the measure 
of one man’s ainbition. 

How much it cost to accomplish 
this, who can tell! Days of disap- 
pointment, of travel to and fro, of 
enforced «absence from important 
business opportunities, and the sweet 
comforts of home; of cheeks and 
hindrances from the ignoraut or the 
envious, pot to speak of the heavy 
financial difficulties. Wehone we do 
not unveil too much of private his- 
iory, When we say that when abso- 
lute stoppage of the work was threat- 
ened and actually imminent, Col. 
Holt came to the rescue, and to the 
amount of thousands, pledged his 
name and fortune to the success of 
of tae enterprise. A faint-hearted, 
timorous or narrow and parsi- 
monious man Would have fallen, 
and buried in the ruins, would bave 
feebly exclaimed against the finan- 
cial pavie as the hurricane that swept 
him away. But a brave, generous, 
fur-seing man of wide views and 
Napoleonic determination, ventured 
ailand nobly won, 

The Governor of the State, albeit of 
the opposite party, said in an open- 
ing speech, that ‘that the work done 
by the President end the Executive 
Committee spoke for him and them 
Iu three si:ort months,” he, tan 
old barren sedge field, filled with 
runners, had been made into as 
pretty an exhibition ground as any 
in the South.” 

Col. Hlolt was married Oetober 17th, 
1855, to his accomplished wife, Miss 
Louisa M. Moore, daughter of Sam- 
uel Moore, Esq., of Caswell. They 
bave a mostinteresting family, at his 
charming homie, situated near the 
Hiaw River om its west bank, one- 
fourth ofa mile from = the factory. 
There it is his custom to dispense 
grateful hospitality to his guests, 
Whenever his extensive business in- 
terests permit him to enjoy the 
leisure of home. Of refined tastes, it 
is his inteution to adorn this lovely 
home, with everything that ean 
beautify its surroundings, and add to 
its charms for the comfort of his 
later years, and enjoyment of his 
children. 

We have thus spoken atiength, 
and perhaps with warmth, not ouly 
from the sincere admiration with 
which such a staaight-forward, pure, 
strong character inspires us, but also 
because sucha life is a publie lesson, 
Thrift, enterprise, zeal, industry, ex- 
ecutive ability, clear common sense, 
unswerving integrity. Let our 
young men see that the path to 
success is thorough effort, and appre- 
ciation awaits the man who deserves 


it. 

Perhaps it may not be inappropri- 
ate to close this hasty sketeh with 
the words spoken by a member of 
the Press Association of North 
Carolina, in reply to an address of 
welcome, Whea upou the tuvitation 
of Gol. Holt the editors of the State 
visited his splendid establishment in 
May last, and partook of the ex- 
quisite banquet there prepared :

We 
have been feelingly told its benefi- 
cent work in the days “‘when we wore 
the grey;’’ we Know that it is the 
generous almoner of hundreds of 
famities in the surrounding country, 
that its products are eagerly sought 
on the counters of Philadelphia and 
New York, and known and esteemed 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the Jand. 

‘Thank you, honored host; thank 
you dear friends for this warm and 
brotherly weicome, and the superb 
bauquet that lies before us. Brethren, 
may the columns of the press of 
North Carolina for all time to come 
be the glad record of the heroic 
achievement of our Napoleons of in- 
dustry. 

“Roll on, ye spindles of Haw River, 
the ceaseless anthem which goes up 
to Providence of a restored and re- 
awakened people! Roll on time’s 
remotest hour, with the sweet music, 
and our lips re-echo, North Carolina 
forever!’

THE EXHIBITION EXCEEDINGLY FINE 
—TITE ATTENDANCE LARGE— 
GOOD RACING—FLORAL 
AND MACHINERY 
HALLS. 


The Rae:ng ToeDay—An Extraore- 
dinary Large Crowd Expected. 


The day opened yesterday most 
auspiciousiy for the secoud day of the 
State Fair, the air being just suffi- 
ciently cool to make out-door exer- 
cise delightful. The morning trains 
over the different roads brought in 
large crowds of yisitors, and our ho- 
tels, bonrding and private houses are 
well filled and in many instances un- 
coinfertably crowded, 

The crowd in attendance was large 
for the second day, there being some 
4,000 persons on the grounds, and we 
heard only compliments on every 
hand to the exhibition in the diffe- 
reut departments and to the evident 
good management whieh caused 
everything to work so harmoniously. 

We can truthfully say that in both 
amount and quality of the general

PLORAL HALL. 


We give below a brief statement of 
the exhibition in the upper floor of 
Floral Hall, to which we hope to add 
many things that have necessarily 
escaped an hasty enumeration. 

On the westeru side of Lhe hall may 
be founda beautiful silk quilt by Mrs. 
Dr. G. G. Thomas, of Wilmingten, 
ofan infinite variety. To the left of 
this are numerous specimens of home 
made woolen and cotton goods, car- 
peting, blankets, &c. A most elabor- 
ate and beautiful quilt of transfer 
work, in tlowers and buds from Vir- 
ginia. A. Bynum,of Pitt Co., sends 
a beautiful alphabet quilt, log-cabin 
quilt and others of great merit. From 
above are suspended handsome wool- 
en counterpanes. 

Messrs. A. Creech and W. H. & R. 
S. Tucker, our enterprisipge dry goods 
merchants, exhibitan immense va- 
riety of dry goods, furs, laces, car- 
pets, &e., and their display is most 
creditabie. 

Next comes Messrs. Edwards & 
Broughton, speciinens of printing in 
gold and eolors. Mr. Nat, Brown is 
with fine musical instruments, 
and faney ba:ketsor all kinds, shapes 
and styles, 

dhe Crayon Portraits by Eugene 
L. Harris, of Sassafras Fork, N. C., 
attracted much attention. Among 
these, we recognized the fine faces of 
Bishop Atkinson, Gov. Bragg, Col. 
T. M. Holt, Dr. G. W. Blackuall, and 
the lamented Gov. Grabam. 

Miss Pattie Laurence exhibits a 
group of teu superb crayon drawings. 
We hope to speak of these at fuller 
length. It is hard to say which is 
most meritorious. Miss Laurence was 
a pupil of the Peace Lustitute. 

Two oil paintings by Miss Fanny 
Belle Arrington are most beautifully 
executed. We understaud that the 
Fruit Piece was the first work of her 
brush, which is simply wonderful, 
Below these, Miss Alice Kerr has a 
little gem ina bouquet of lilies of the 
valley, pansies aud = rosebuds, in 
crayon. ‘There are also very charm- 
ing prints, sad flowers and mottoes 
in water colors, from pupils of Peace 
Institute. 

Mr. J. W. Watson, our popular 
photographic artist, sends avery large 
collection of the finest products of his 
art. Among these is a large frame 
with separate good sized pictures of 
the members of the Constitutional 
Convention of 1875. ; 

On the eastern side of the hall is a 
brilliant display of oil paintings and 
crayon drawings from the Raleigh 
Female Seminury over which Prof. 
Hobgood presides with satisfaction 
to the public. Gur space forbids an 
extended description of this hand- 
some array, but we hone to do it 
justice in the future. 

We have seen many portraits in 
the best galleries of the country, but 
have rarely seen the equal in the best 
artistic merits, of the pastel portrait 
of Judge Joynes, of Petersburg, Va,, 
by D. H. Auderson, of Norfolk, Va. 

Wax work, worsted work, feather 
work, bead works, skeleton Jeaves, 
Lerliin wool work, in bewildering 
array come next, and fine specimens 
of hair werk. Miss Bessie Batchelor 
sends a tine lion’s head in crayon; 
very good worsted and erochet work, 
consisting of afghans, tidies, otto- 
mana, shawls, &c., are next in order, 

The mottoes worked in silk are very 
pretty—God bless our home, “Simply 
to thy cross I cling,’’ and ‘'Give us 
this day our daily bread.”’ The last 


was made by a little daughter, nine 
years of age, of Mr. Foster, of Mur- 
freesboro’,—a _ beautiful case of hair 
jewelery. 

A lady of Edgecombe county sends 
a very larze and elaborate afghan of 


the highest merit. 
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roidery comes next. Here, 
amoug many cther superb things, is 
some work of exquisite neatggss from 
Miss Fannie, Everett, Miss ‘Nixon 
and others. Thread “€mbroidery, 
braiding and fine sewing work comes 
next in endless variety. Some of the 
finest shirts we have ever seen are on 
hand, showing that the art is not yet 
lost, despite the advent of sewing 
machines and ready-made clothing. 
Suits of clothes of country-made cloth 
are also here, much to the credit of 
our fair country women. A _ broad- 
cloth coat, cut and made by a lady in 
highest style of the tailor’s art, is 
noticeable here. 

A striking object iu the hall is the 
contribution box forthe Orphan Asy- 
lum. A beautifully dressed doll 
stands by an open cornucopia, and 
under an arch—‘'Feed my lambs,” is 
inscribed upon the banner above. 
This dol! is to be sold to the bidder 
who leaves his name with the ladies 
for the largest amount of money for 
the Oxford Asylum. 

Mrs. Hardie and Mrs. Andrews 
both, contributed liberally of rich and 

‘eful millinery. Among the curi- 
osities are specimens of leather work, 
painting on giass, a curious memory 
tree of buttons, and a mammoth bird 
cage, ingeniously built by a young 
boy of Raleigh, without square or 
compass. Forest leaves and botanical 
specimens close this division. 

We ought not to omit mention of 
the beautiful case of work, and chain 
worked by a little girl of Salem, of 
only nine years of age, a daughter of 
kK. A. Vogler, Esq., an efficient offi- 
cer of the Fair. 

Dr. Arrington has labored hard 
and faithfully in his department, and 
we are glad to see his efforts appre- 
ciated.

Gex. Wa. Barriert, at present a 
resident of Richmond, Va., but who 
still claims his citizenship in Massa- 
chusetts, and who was recently 
nominated on the Democratic ticket 
for the position of Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of that State, has felt himself 
compelled, in consequence of his 
business engagements in Richmond, 
to decline the nomination. Gen. 
Bartlett, it will be remembered, re- 
cently endeared himself to the peo- 
ple of the South by his speeches in 
Boston in which he endeavored to 
truthfully represent the condition of 
affairs in the South. 

We publish elsewhere this morn- 
ing the decision of the Suvreme 
Court upon what is known as the 
Civil Rights Law of 1866. The object 
of the law was to impair the efficiency 
and destroy the power of the State 
Courts by permitting the transfer 

of causes, on the flimsiest pretexts, 
to Federal tribunals. After a lapse 
of nine years a case has finally been 
made before the Supreme Court, 
and the law declared unconstitution- 
al. 


Mr. B. H. Cueever asserts that 
during the two years that Henr; 
Clews & Co. were financial agents of 
the United States Government, the 
profits of the agency were not less 
than $600,000, and probably he says, 
they were much more. One-eighth 
ef $600,000 is $75,000, or $37,500 a 
year, which Louis Dent was to re- 
eeive for his “aid” in obtaining the 
appointment. Had the firm not 
suspended, the White House partner 
would have had an income from this 
financial agency but little below the 
official salary of the President. 


A VALUABLE TABLE.

They made 
their money by lucky mining specu- 
lations, and are the principal own- 
ers of the “bie bonanza” of the 


Comstock lode. 


AND NOW FOR PENNSYLVANIA. 

The election in Ohio will, of 
course, have a marked effect upon 
the campaign in Pennsylvania, but 
will by no means decide the result. 
The platforms of the two parties in 
the latter State are much more 
nearly alike upon the currency ques- 
tion than the Democratic platform 
of New York and Pennsylvania. 
Each demands a currency adapted 
to the wants of the people. But the 
currency issue in Pennsylvania 
sinks into insignificance when com- 
pared with the issue of reform. 
The sole question is, shall the Phi- 
ladelphia “Pilgrim” Ring and the 
Treasury Ring at Harrisburg con- 
tinne to control the polities of the 
State, or shall the reform so well in- 
augurated in New York by Tilden 
be paralicled in Pennsylvania? 7’ he 
polities of the Keystone State have 
long been a stench in the nostrils of 
honest men throughout the nation. 
An opportunity is now open to 
cleanse the Aagean stable, and we 
believe in the triumph of the party 
of reform. Cyrus L. Pershing will 
be, we sincerely believe, the Centen- 
nial Governor of Pennsylvania. 


ORGANIZATION. 

The victories which have been 
bornein North Carolina by the Demo- 
cratic party since 1868 have been 
uniformly achieved under an im- 
perfect organization; the defeats 
which we suffered in 1871, 1872 
and the partial defeat of 1875 have 
been brought almost solely by the 
defeats in our organization. The 
great struggle which lies before us 
next year, for since yesterday it is 
evident that the contest will be bitter, 
and the result uncertain, will require 
us to put forth every possible effort, 
and io lay aside every impediment 
to success. The Democratic party 
of North Carolina can surely control 
it, for itis in the majority in the 
State, but we may as well look the 
fact fully in the face, that we can 
not afford to go into the conflict an 
undisciplined mob. The fault does 
not lie with the Central Execntive 
Committee, but with the county 
committees, and singular as it may 
seem,*there is more disorganization 
in democratic than in republican 
counties. The election in 1876 will 
be of vital importance in every re- 
spect. The coutrol of the State, of 
the Nation, the destiny of the Re- 
public itself perhaps, will be at issue. 
We cannot begin too early to put 
the ballin motion, to perfect our 
plans of organization. We hope that 
the State Executive Committee will 
give this matter their earnest atten- 
tion and in good time give the party 
the results of their deliberations, 
When the State Convention meets 
their action can be endorsed or 
modified, and the party throughout 
North Carolina may be placed upon 
the same footing in each county. 
Something of this kind is an absolute 
necessity, and at this early day, with 
no immediate election before us, we 
ask that this may be attended to by 
our Executive Committees.

The Cival Rights Bill—An Important 
Decision by the United States Lue 


preme Court. 


Get. 5.—In the Su- 

reme Court to-day, Mr. Justice 
Strong read an interesting opinion on 
the construction of the Civil Rights 
bill. It seems that John Blyen and 
Geo. Kennard had been convicted in 
the Circuit Court for the District of 
Kentucky, for the murder of Lucy 
Armstrong, colored. They had pre- 
viously been held to answer in the 
State Courts, but the Circuit Court 
claimed jurisdiction of the case, bes 
cause, by the laws of Kentucky, the 
two persons who saw the murder 
committed, as well as the yictim, on 
account of their race and color, were 
denied the right to testify in the State 
Courts. ‘The clause of the Civil 
Rights on which this claim was based 
gives the Circuit Court jurisdiction 
of causes “‘affeeting persons who are 
denied or cannot enforce in the Couris 
or judicial tribunals of the State or 
locality where there may be avy of 
the rights secured to them by the first 
section of the act.’’ A verdict of 
guilty having been rendered in the 
Circuit Court, a motion was made in 
arrest of judgment, on the grouud 
that “the facts stated in the indict- 
ment did not constitute a vublic of- 
fense within the jurisdiction of the 
Court.” This motion was overruled 
and an appeal was taken. 

Mr. Justice Strong said: 


We are brought to the question 
whether a criminal prosecution for a 
public offence is a cause affecting, 
within the meaning of the act of Con- 
gress, persons who may be called to 
testify therein. Obviously, the only 
parties to such a course are the Gov- 
ernment and the persons indicted 
They alone can be reached by any 
judgment that may be pronounced. 
No judgment can either enlarge or 
diminish the personal, relative or 
property rights of any others than 
those who are parties. It is true 
there are some cases Which affect the 
rights of property of persons who are 
not parties to the record. Such 
eases, however, are all of a civil Da- 
ture, and none of them even touch 
rights of person. But an indictment 
prosecuted by the Government 
against an alleged criminal, is acause 
in which none but the parties can 
have any concern, except what is 
common to all the members of the 
commubpity. Those who may pos- 
sibly be witnesses, either for the pres- 
ecution or for the defense, are ho 
more affected by it than is every 
other person, for any one may te 
called as a witness. [t will not be 
thought that Congress intended 
to give to the District and 
Cireuit Courts jurisdiction over 
ali cases both civil and eriminal, 
They have expressly confined 
it to causes effecting certain persons, 
And yetif all those who may be cal- 
led as witnesses in a case, and who 
may be alleged to be important wit- 
nesses were intendedto be described 
in that class of persons effected by it 
and if the jurisdiction ofthe Federal 
Courts can be invoked by the aaser- 
tion that there are persons who may 
be witnesses but who because of their 
race or color are incompetent to testi 
fy in the courts of the State. there is 
no cause either civil or criminal of 
which those Courts may not atthe 
option of either party take jurisdic- 
tion.

Ifther - 
fore they are persons affected by the 
cause Whenever they are competent'o 
testify it follows that in any suit be- 
tween white citizens jurisdiction 
might be taken by the Federal Court 
whenever it was alleged that a citi- 
zen of the African race Was or might 
be an important witness. And such 
an allegation might always be 
made. Soin all criminal proseen- 
tions against white persons a similar 
allegation would call into existence 
the like jurisdiction, We cannot 
think that such was the purpose of 
Congress in the statute of April 9, 
Isis. It would seem rather to have 
been to afford prcetection to persons 
of the colored race by giving to the 
Federal Courts jurisdiction of cases, 
the decision of which might injuri- 
ously affect them either in their per 
sonal, relative, or property rights, 
whenever they are denied in the 
State Courts any of the rights mens 
tioned and assured to them by the 
firstsection oftheact. * * Inview 
of these considerations we are of 
Opinion that the case now be'ore us 
is not within the provisions of the 
act of April 9, 1866, and that the Cir- ) 
cuit Court had not jurisdiction of the 
crime of murder committed in the 
District of Kentucky, merely because 
two persons who witnessed the mur- 
der were citizens ot the African race, 
and for that reason imcompetent by 
the law of Kentucky to testify in the 
Courts of the State; they are not per- 
sons affected by the cause rhe 
judgment of the Circuit Court is re- 
versed, 

The Chief Justice was not present 
at the argument, and has taken no 
part in the decision,
